Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant explained that the Melrose prior art is to a polymer that is 
dissolved in polyethylene glycol but there is no reaction product being formed. The instant claims are to a reaction 
product of the poly(2-propenal, 2-propenoic acid) with an organic composition containing hydroxyl groups. The 
derivative that is produced has protected carbonyl groups. The prior art is claiming the polymer which also has 
antimicrobial activity but does not have protected carbonyl groups. It was also discussed to change the inventorship 
and/or put in the conditions effective to form the protected carbonyl groups, however this is not critical to overcome the 
prior art teaching to the polymer and not the derivative of the polymer..
